Paris, March 3—(French Wireless).—The League of Nations 
Council will hold its next meeting in Paris March 12. Organisa¬ 
tion of the commission which is to investigate conditions in Russia 
will be taken up, it is understood. 

Berne, March 2—Via London, March 3.—Adherence to the 
League of Nations by Switzerland was approved by the Swiss 
National Council to-day by a vote of 114 to 55. This decision does 
not hind this country to enter the League, but recommends a 
plebiscite to be held during April or May, in which the people will 
voice their desires. 


London, March 3.—The disposition of the Turkish navy was 
definitely settled by the Allied Supreme Council to-day, when it de¬ 
cided that the peace treaty would provide that the warships should 
be broken up. 

The Turkish army will be reduced to such a point by the peace 
terms that it would not be effective against another country. 

The Council deliberated this morning over the report of Mar¬ 
shal Foch on the military situation as regards Turkey, but it did 
not determine on the question of details of the military terms of 
the treaty. , ■ > , , 

Paris, March 3.—(Havas)—Turkey’s army will be limited to I 
number of troops necessary to maintain order in Asia Minor, ac¬ 
cording to The Journal, which says Turkey will be compelled to 
keep her armed forces on the Asiatic side of the Bosphorus.

ARE PREPARING FOR 
PEACE WITH SOVIET; 
WARSAW CONFERENCE 


Ottawa. March 3. — (Canadian 
Press)—The right to enact legislation 
on the eight-hour day is in the hands 
of the Provincial Governments, It Is 
announced by the Minister of Labor 
in connection with the application of 
one of the provinces for a ruling on 
the subject.

London. March 8.—Sir Auckland 
Geddes will be the first British Am¬ 
bassador to go to the United States 
with a considerable knowledge of 
trade affairs and a strong conviction 
of their underlying importance to the 
two countries in the post-war era. 
Lord Reuding, as Ambassador, had 
business experience, but his mission 
was concerned largely with war fin¬ 
ance. 

Sir Auckland Geddes, as President 
of the Board of Trade, had partial 
supervision of the consular service, 
while dealing also with the most im¬ 
portant business questions of the 
Kingdom. 

i e brings to his new office none of 
the prejudices of the old school of 
European diplomats, who considered 
high politics their sphere and trade 
almost beneath their dignity. 

While the Ambassador declines to 
give interviews, he speaks freely of 
his impression that the chief possi¬ 
bility of friction or ill-feeling be¬ 
tween the peoples of the two coun¬ 
tries in the near future lies in the 
inevitable business rivalry between 
the two because of their paramount 
position at the present time as the 
two great commercial powers of the 
world whose present resources for 
trading equal, if they do not exceed, 
the resources of all the rest of the 
world. This position, he considers, 
need not cause misunderstanding If 
the two peoples have the goodwill to 
try each to put Itself In the other's 
place.

posed to locate a limited number of 
men, who will take a contract for the 
clearing In bulk. This policy thus' 
differs from the Merville scheme, i 
where the men are paid $4 per day,! 
and are expected to put in a standard j 
eight-hour day. 

Mr. Armishaw says the Minister of ; 
Agriculture is prepared to extend this 
proposal if the men who will go up on 
the next steamer make good, and if the 
contract-system demonstrates an im¬ 
provement on the daily wage plan. 
The men who will go into the district 
this week are practical agriculturists, 
and Mr. Armishaw declares that the 
problem of securing the Federal aid 
which has arisen elsewhere will be 
solved in this effort by requiring a 
certificate as to experience as farmers 
from the ex-soldiers before they com¬ 
mence land clearing operations. 

The blqck upon which the experi¬ 
ment in the Salmon River Valley is 
to be tried is well located, and con¬ 
tains a typical growth of timber.

Arrangements 
ara being made to bury the body iu 
Seaftle. 

Details Meagre. 

Owiag to the fact that the Suwa 
did not berth at the fpiuruntine 
station until afternoon the details 
received of the conditions aboard are 
very meagre. The names of the un¬ 
fortunate passengers could not be 
obtained. 

While three deaths have occurred 
seven other passengers are serl^jsly 
ill. Every effort will be made to 
forestall an increase in the mortality 
list. 

'Flu Serious in Japan. 

The first patients contracted the 
’flu while in Japan and the others 
were Infected during the passage. In 
Japun the epidemic is raging fiercely 
and according to the latest report 300 
persons are dying daily in Tokyo. 
Some difficulty Is being experienced 
in stamping out the disease owing 
to the lack of sanitary conditions and 
the crowded conditions of certain 
sections of the city. 

Costly Delay. 

The delay of the Suwa Maru at 
William Head will prove very costly 
to the company. Included in the 
cargo which the ship has for Seattle 
is a silk shipment valued at $11,000,- 
000. The Insurance rate on this class 
of freight is very high and speed Is 
the essential requirement in its de¬ 
livery. 

When the steamship Is released she 
will come up to the outer docks to 
allow thirty-five first-class passen¬ 
gers and a large number of Orientals 
in steerage to disembark.

Supporting the provisions of his 
resolution. Mr, Sloan related to the 
House a short history of the Geolog¬ 
ical Survey of Canada, ascribing its 
origin to the personal enthuslam «»f 
Sir William Ix>gan. who first under¬ 
took this Important work prior to the 
year 1848. Reference also was made 
by the Minister to Dr. T. Sterry Hunt 
and Sir William Dawson, both of 
whom had carved their names on 
the scientific roll of fame for the 
work accomplished by them. 

On the early explorations of the 
survey staff, said Mr. Sloan, ihe work 
of Richardson on the coalfields of 
Vancouver Island was famllar to all 
who were Interested in mining. And 
from tills point the speaker traced 
the various surveys carried out In 
British Columbia and through to the 
•Yukon with which he coupled the 
name of Dawson, after whom the' 
Yukon city was named. 

The Early Work. 

Perhaps the most striking result of 
the early work, the Minister pro¬ 
ceeded. was the elucidation of the 
complex struefure and relations of 
the great pre-Cambrian formation in 
the vicinity of the Great Lakes. Mr. 
Sloan explained to the House that 
the great “pre-Cambrian shield'' 
of Canada contained the largest 
single area of rocks of that 
era in the woild. and besides 
being of exceptional scientific in¬ 
terest these rocks contained numer¬ 
ous extremely rich mineral deposits. 
The names of Cobalt. Porcupine. 
Sudbury and the iron-copper ores of 
the Lake Superior district were suf- 
\ to remind one of the

The International Boundary. 

Passing on to work done in British 
Columbia. Mr. Sloan expressed the 
opinion that one of the most import¬ 
ant pieces of geological field work 
ever done Hi America, and certainly 
tiio largest single investigation in re¬ 
cent years, was done In British Col¬ 
umbia in connection with the re¬ 
survey of the International Boundury 
on the 49th parallel. Mr. Sloan 
dwelt at some length upon the nature 
of this wohk ard the personality of 
Dr. It. A. Daly, a Canadian, now 
head of the department of geology at 
Harvard University, by whom it was 
carried out. The very nature of this 
enterprise. therefore. Mr. Sloan 
pointed out. gave to this Province a 
complete geologic section across 
British Columbia forming the basis 
for surveys and investigations car¬ 
ried on by later workers in the im¬ 
portant mineral-bearing districts in 
the southern part of the Province. 

Work on the Island. 

The Minister referred to the work 
being done by Charles Camsell In this 
Province. Particularly important 
was, that official's discovery w ith re¬ 
gard to the increased possibilities 
for prospectors in the Coast Range. 
Mr. Sloan also spoke of the mining 
activity nnd geological survey work 
on the southern part of Vancouver 
Island, whero R. (IT. Chapman, se¬ 
cured from the United States Geolog¬ 
ical Survey, and Dr. C. H. Clapp, of 
; the School of Mines. Butti, had ac¬ 
complished splendid results. 

| “Mentlbn must also be made.” con¬ 
tinued the Minister,” of the work of 
Dr. Schofield in the Fast Kootenay 
and other parts of the Province; of 
Allan In the Ice River district, 
and of Mr. Malloch in the Groundhog 
coal district."

Here 
were immense undeveloped mineral 
resources, wide expanses of unknown 
country, geologically speaking, and it 
w'as a fact that under the terms of 
Confederation the Federal Govern¬ 
ment was pledged to carry out a 
geological survey of the Province.

Toronto, March &—While Premier 
Drury was a candidate in Halton 
County for a seat in the Legislature 
and was being opposed by E. J. 
Stephenson, a returned soldier of 
this city, a report was circulated that 
Mr. Drury had had a soldier arrested 
on his farm at Crown Hill for tres¬ 
passing while a battalion was sta¬ 
tioned at Barrie. The Premier de¬ 
nied this and it was said that he of¬ 
fered to give $500 to any charitable 
Institution *if a man could be pro¬ 
duced who had been arrested on his 
farm.

Seattle, March 3.—Major H. Cald¬ 
well, war veteran, will be inaugurat¬ 
ed Mayor of Seattle March 15. Cald¬ 
well was elected yesterday over James 
A. Duncan, Labor leader, charged 
with being a radical, by a majority of 
16,801, the largest ever given a can- 
Aldate for the office. The vote was re¬ 
ported as 50,850 for Caldwell and 
U.019 for Duncafi. 

Approximately eighty-five per cent 
9f the registered voters cast their 
ballots yesterday. In the primary on 
February 17 eighty per cent, voted. 

Duncan was one of four candidates 
fcf the Triple Alliance, an alleged 
radical organization, who lost yester- 
lay. The other three were Council¬ 
man W. D Lane, C. H. Gallant and 
Ben F. Nauman, candidates for the 
Council. Lane is president of the 
Council. 

Lieut. Philip Tindall, an attorney, 
who was wounded in action In France, 
ted the field in the race for seats in 
the Council. In the primary Tindall 
eras last. It was believed to-day that 
Ihe fight made for Tindall was one of 
the causes of the heavy vote, yester¬ 
day. Tindall will succeed Lane. 

Mayor C. B. Fitzgerald, who suc¬ 
ceeded Ole Hanson as Mayor and who 
Was eliminated in the primary, sup¬ 
ported Caldwell in the final cam¬ 
paign. Caldwell also received the 
lupport of three of the city's four 
lally newspapers. The fourth, a labor 
paper, supported Duncan.

Explaining to the Premier and 
members of the Executive Council 
this morning the magnificent work 
accomplished by the Victorian Order 
of Nurses, J. W. Weart, Liberal 
member for South Vancouver, urged 
upon the Government the advisabil¬ 
ity of extending financial aid to the 
organization in order that its activi¬ 
ties might be brought into closer 
harmony and more effective co¬ 
operation with the aims of the Pro¬ 
vincial Board of Health. 

Accompanying Mr. Weart for the 
purpose of stating the aase for the 
Order were Mrs. Rose and Miss 
Coles. President and Superintendent 
respectively of the institution in 
Vancouver, both of whom briefly re¬ 
counted the nature of the work al¬ 
ready accomplished und the ex¬ 
pansion proposed in the matter of 
training field workers for the more 
unsettled communities of the Pro¬ 
vince. 

Interesting Figures. 

Quoting from statistical records 
covering the work of the Order for 
the year 1919, Mr. Weart told the 
Cabinet that some 12,500 visits bad 
been made and the whole institution 
conducted ou an expenditure of 
some $15,000. Included in this out¬ 
lay, however, were a number of 
fairly large amounts, such as $2,500 
expended towards the cost of a new 
V'. O. N. home and more than $1,200 
for the purchase and maintenance of 
an automobile. 

In addition to these specific 
amounts the sum total of expendi¬ 
ture Included the necessary outlay 
involved In the various operating de¬ 
tails. telephone, fuel. insurance, 
taxes, food, transportation, uniforms, 
and so forth. Nevertheless, ho ex¬ 
plained, even with the larger amounts 
of what might be termed capital ex¬ 
penditure each visit made by the 
order had not cost very much more 
than eighty cents. 

Splendid Work. 

In further explanation he con¬ 
trasted this nominal cost and nature 
of the service rendered by the V. 0. 1 
N. to the stricken household with 
that customarily obtained from the 
private professional nurse. More¬ 
over, it had to be remembered, ho 
said, that the small fees charged,by 
the Order were such as would deny 
to many households proper attention 
were they to depend upon the pri¬ 
vate nurse. Here was a case, he 
contended, that should support the 
plea for financial aid because the 
training institution conducted by the 
Order could be made to serve the 
Province through the Provincial 
Board of Health with considerable 
advantage. 

Miss Coles Speaks. 

Mias Coles recited in detail the j 
kind of service the V. O. N. nurse' 
was in the habit of rendering to the 
average household visited where, in 
nine cases out of ten, very little was 
known even of the rudiments of 
nursing or the care of the sick. The 
nurse of the Order, she said, did not! 
stop at the fulfillment of the ordin¬ 
ary nursing function; but she in¬ 
variably took her share of the house¬ 
hold management and was ready to 
attend at all times to culinary or 
any other arrangements that the 
case appeared to demand. On top of 
this those members of the household 
who could bo taught the elementary 
principles which might be useful in 
the sick room were so instructed 
without a cent of charge. Thus, she 
said, every household visited bene¬ 
fited not alone from the actual 
nursing service rendered, but also 
from the instruction given. She 
pleaded, therefore, for financial as¬ 
sistance in order that the aims to¬ 
wards increasing the usefulness and 
efficiency of the Order could be re¬ 
alized. 

Mrs. Rose. 

Mrs. Rose, speaking with seven¬ 
teen years’ experience in Vancouver 
with the institution, endorsed the re¬ 
marks of Miss Coles and emphasized 
the need of extending the work of 
the Order if only for its benefits in 
the prevention of sickness and the 
consequent relief to the already 
overburdened hospitals of the Pro¬ 
vince. 

Already Considered. 

In his reply to the delegation the 
lion. J. I>. MacLean, Minister of 
Education and Provincial Secretary, 
said that the matter of public nurs¬ 
ing was one to which he and his De¬ 
partment had given a good deal of 
attention, and he assured the dele¬ 
gation that it would be possible to 
give an early reply upon the sub¬ 
ject matter now officially before the 
Government. He appreciated the 
value of the work carried out by the 
Order and agreed that a system of 
nursing was necessary that would 
stretch to the rural communities and 
give an efficient service. 


of principle to allowing the City 
Council to proceed with a project 
which had been turned down by the 
ratepayers at the last election.

The Clause. 

The clause In the city's Private 
Bill, about which the debate centred, 
reads: 

"For enabling the Council to enter 
into agreements with another muni¬ 
cipality, or other municipalities, and 
with a duly incorporated Municipal 
Golf Links Association, by the terms 
of which agreements the Corporation 
may pay from its current revenue the 
sum of $6,666.66 in each of the years 
1920, 1921 and 1922, for the construc¬ 
tion. development and equipment of 
a municipal golf course within or 
without the limits of the municipal¬ 
ity, and shall safeguard the interests 
of the corporation in such construc¬ 
tion. development and equipment and 
in the operation and management of 
such golf course.” 

Despotic Powers. 

‘‘This clause means." remarked 
Chairman M. B. Jackson. K. C.. "that 
you wish to carry through what the 
voters have turned down." 

E. H. Anderson, who claimed to 
represent a number of property own¬ 
ers whose names or numbers he did 
not reval, protested against the line 
of action proposed in the Private 
Bill. He and the ratepayers, whom 
he said he represented, were opposed 
to the "audacity" of the city in com¬ 
ing t,° Ihe Government for "despotic" 
rights, with the intention of ignoring 
the voters. 

"Yes, but what is your objection? 
The amount is very small—only 
$20,000, observed Mr. Jackson. 

"The principle Is wrong," answered 
Mr. Anderson. 

"This will he a working man's 
links." declared Mr. Jackson, in whom 
the city found a warm champion of 
its project. "The wealthy people and 
the tony people will co tinue to go 
to Colwood and Oak Bay to play 
golf. It may ,be a mean spirit but 
they will say. 'We are too tony, too 
smart to play with working men.' 
There is no question that this links 
will be for the working man." 

Mr. Anderson thought that very 
few working men would upe the links. 

‘‘Did you ever play golf?" demand¬ 
ed Mr. Jackson. 

High Taxation. 

Mr. Anderson refilled that he had 
not, and that he had become so ac¬ 
customed to work since childhood 
that it had become a pleasure to 
him. "Onry people who can afford 
such pleasure will use the links," he 
declared. "As it is the taxes in the 
city are so high that many people 
are losing their property. Look at 
the property taken over at the last 
tax sale. It is just possible that half 
a million dollars worth of property 
will be taken over again this year. 
The condition is very serious. People 
are literally robbed by the taxes." 

"I admit that times are bad, and 
it is hard for us all to pay taxes." 
agreed Mr. Jackson. "It grinds the 
life out of me to pay mine. But if 
I can put up an extra dollar—and it 
won't amount to more than that dis¬ 
tributed over all the citizens—to give 
the working men a golf links where¬ 
by they can get good clean outdoor 
sport, l will cheerfully find that 
dollar.’’ 

"One must work or play—one can't 
do both," Mr. Anderson persisted. 
"The working class is 1000 per cent, 
better off than it ever was, and it 
was never more discontented." 

"Yes, but you can work better If 
vou play a little," replied Dr. Mc¬ 
Intosh. Leader of the Soldier Party. 

"There is no doubt there was a 
misunderstanding at the municipal 
election," Mr. Jackson affirmed. "The 
working man lost a good chance to 
get a fine thing for themselves." 

"The trouble is that the working 
men will take up all their time on 
the links," - Mr. Anderson protested. 
"Instead of taking up a few hours 
there they will be there all day.’’ 

No Question of Expense. 

"There Is no question of expense 
involved—the links will support it¬ 
self,” remarked George Bell. "The 
trouble is that the people turned the 
scheme down. Are we justified in 
legislating over their heads?" 

Misunderstanding. 

"The people did not understand this 
scheme," asserted Alderman Joseph 
Patrick, the chief champion of the golf 
links plan. "Why, one lady told me 
on the day of the election that she 
understood that she had to pay $100 
before she could play on the links, 
while fifty cents will be the maxi¬ 
mum charge. We hope to reduce It 
to twenty-five cents soon. There were 
fifty-six per cent, of the ratepayers in 
favor of the scheme at the election. 
The Council feels that in view of this 
large majority we had a mandate to 
ask the Legislature to endorse the 
plan which we now bring before you 
—a plan whereby we shall avoid the 
expense of putting a new referendum 
to the ratepayers. This referendum 
cost from $800 to $900, and would 
have to -be preceded by a petition 
signed by twenty per cent, of the peo¬ 
ple on the voters’ list. Just as soon 
as anyone tries to do anything in this 
town," the Alderman complained, "a 
bunch of knockera are hot on his 
trail. That’s why Victoria is still a 
small town." * 

"I am favorable to thfc golf course, 
but it’s the princple involved," said 
Dr. McIntosh. "Sometimes it’s well 
to spend all the money you have for 
a principle.” 

Mr. Anderson told the committee 
that the city was spending more to 
attract tourists at present than it was 

receiving from the tour lata. The pro- 


apparent,

forty to sixty per cent, over former 
years in spite of the prevailing hard 
times. This was due to the invasion 
of the city by the prairie visitor. Mr. 
Jackson declared that the prairie 
farmers would certainly take to golf, 
and he quoted an incident to show 
how the farmers where he had lived 
in Manitoba had "gone nuts” over the 
game. 

Tourist Traffic. 

"We haven’t got the climate for a 
tourist trade," protested Mr. Ander¬ 
son. This year has been an excep¬ 
tion in the number of tourists who 
come here.” 

"Well, if fifty tourists came here 
for the winter they would spend on 
an average $500 each," observed Mr. 
Jackson. "That is $25,000—$5,000 
more than the golf links would cost. 
All' the links would have to do to 
pay for itself would be to attract fifty 
visitors.” 

John Dean opposed the golf links 
project and declared that the city’s 
proposal was "class legislation to a 
certain extent.’’ He suggested that 
the people who were so anxious for a 
links would put their hands in their- 
pockets and pay for it. 

Alderman Patrick replied that a 
municipal, not a privately-owned 
links was desired. 

F. A. Pauline, M.P.P., warned the 
committee not to go outside the "safe¬ 
guard" afforded by a money by-law. 
and declared that the people knew 
perfectly well what they were voting 
for when they turned down the Golf 
By-law. 

Alternatives. 

"This proposed expenditure would 
cost less than one-sixth of a min," 
Alderman Sargent, chairman of the 
City Finance Committee, stated.
